Much cooler 
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Art event along The 606 kicks off this 
weekend: Mural dedication, jazz, more

Tucked beneath The 606 is a mural on the 
walls of aviaduct at California and Blooming- 
dale avenues. 

During the construction of the rads-to-trails 
project that opened in June, painted images 
were removed from the walls along the length 
of the multiuse trail, said Caroline O’Boyle, 
program coordinator for The Trust for Pub- 
lic Land. None of the images could be saved 
because lead paint was detected, she said. 

The images in the mural had badly dete- 
riorated since it was created in 1979, the year 
proclaimed by the United Nations Educa- 
tional, Scientific and Cultural Organization as 
the International Tear of the Child, highlight- 
ing issues affecting children. 

But The Trust for Public Land, project man- 
ager of The 606, wanted to bring the imagery 
back to life and commissioned the re-creation 
of the three-dimensional “Children Are Our 
Future” mural at street level. Original artists 
John Pitman Weber and Cathy Cajandig part- 
nered with the Tbuth Service Project, an or- 
ganization that provides arts, recreation and 
employment programs to at-risk youth in the 
Humboldt Park community 

Catch the mural’s dedication at ii a.m. 


Saturday which will kick off an arts blitz this 
month along The 606. 

The history and culture of graffiti writing 
will be discussed at 6 p.m. Monday by Stepha- 
nie Garland, organizer of Graffiti Garden, 
during a walk along Bloomingdale Avenue 
from Kimball Avenue to Central Park Avenue. 

The Adler Planetarium will set up tele- 
scopes at the Ridgeway Trailhead from 6:30 
to 8:30 p.m. Wednesday 

A jazz performance, poetry slam and song 
circle are among the arts activities showcased 
along the trail from 3 to 7 p.m. on Sept. 26. 

Another mural created by student artists is 
located at the southwest corner of Blooming- 
dale Avenue and Humboldt Boulevard. Next 
month, a sculpture made of rubber tires and 
stainless steel by Chakaia Booker will be lifted 
and installed on the Damen Arts Plaza. 

“Poetry painting and the arts meet the 
outdoors like never before during the month 
of September at The 606,” Beth White, Chi- 
cago regional director of The Trust for Public 
Land, said in a news release. “Visitors can en- 
gage with a historic mural, learn how to read 
graffiti, observe the equinox, and experience 
wordplay and music, all while enjoying this 
great outdoor space.”

Caitlyn Jenner’s flip-flop 
on gay marriage matters 


After a somewhat 
awkward exchange 
on “Ellen” last week, 
Caitlyn Jenner now 
says she supports gay 
marriage. 

Let’s talk about 
why that matters. 

Why should we 
care that a woman 
who makes her living 
raising Kardashians on 
reality TV (as opposed 
to, say working as a county clerk) has publicly 
evolved on a topic that has already been settled 
in the highest court of the land? 

Because it’s a win for a rare type of ac- 
ceptance and support: the kind that doesn’t 
directly benefit the person offering it. 

First, the backstory Jenner appeared on 
the season premiere of Ellen DeGeneres’ talk 
show, during which DeGeneres pointed out 
that Jenner’s conservative politics seem to 
work against her own best interests— many 
Republicans’ rejection of same-sex marriage, 
for example. 

“Em a traditionalist,” Jenner said. “Em 
older than most people in the audience, 
you know? I kind of like tradition. And, you 
know, it’s always been a man and a woman.” 

Jenner added that she doesn’t want to 
stand in the way of anyone’s happiness, how- 
ever, so she offered a lukewarm compromise. 

“If that word ‘marriage’ is reaUy really that 
important to you,” she said, “I can go with it.” 

More of a shrug than an embrace. 

Monday, after catching some heat from 
supporters of marriage equality Jenner wrote 
on her blog that she has changed her mind. 

“Like many people, there was a time when 
I didn’t realize how important it is for gay 
couples to have the right to get married,” 
Jenner wrote. “But after hearing from my gay 
friends and learning more about the hard- 
ships they faced because of discrimination, it 
became clear to me that everyone should be 
able to marry the person they love.” 


And all the world rejoiced. (The celebrity 
gossip world, anyway) 

I joined them, and here’s why: Jenner has re- 
peatedly said she isn’t interested in dating right 
now and considers her family life plenty full. 

She came around, in other words, because 
she opened her heart to what other people 
want and deserve. 

Too often, we advocate for progress like a 
bunch of lobbyists— choosing a group that 
looks and thinks like us, and joining its battle. 
Too often we receive other people’s push for 
progress— heck, equality— as a threat. 

Look at the reaction the Beverly Unitarian 
Church received when it dared to display a 
Black Lives Matter message on its outdoor sign. 

“Some people framed the message as being 
anti-white or anti-police,” church trustee 
Linda Cooper told the Tribune. 

Seriously? 

Back to marriage for a moment. 

If Kim Davis, the Kentucky clerk who went 
to jail for defying a federal mandate that she 
issue same-sex marriage licenses, were able 
to examine the issue without placing herself 
squarely in the center, she would see that her 
stance simply obfuscates a larger truth: There’s 
no such thing as a traditional marriage. 

As a newly erected billboard in Davis’ Row- 
an County points out, we’ve been amending 
the institution since the beginning of time. 

“Dear Kim Davis,” it reads. “The fact that 
you can’t sell your daughter for three goats and 
a cow means we’ve already redefined marriage.” 

Davis’ own treatment of marriage, it has 
been pointed out exhaustively is anything but 
traditional. She’s on her fourth. And no one 
denied her a marriage certificate along the way 

No one said, “I can’t relate. Those aren’t 
my values. I, personally, won’t need two, 
three, four marriage licenses. And Ell go to 
jail before granting them to you.” 

What if, as Jenner appears to be doing, 
Davis looked at the acceptance she took for 
granted throughout her life and decided to 
pay it forward? 

What if we all did?

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No charges after homemade clock mistaken for bomb

No charges will be filed against a 14-year-old 
Muslim boy who was detained after he brought 
a homemade clock that a teacher thought 
looked like a bomb to his Irving, Texas, high 
school, Irving police Chief Larry Boyd said 
Wednesday morning. 

Boyd said his department had investigated 
the incident, which has gone viral, and decid- 
ed Ahmed Mohamed should not be charged. 
The student faced a charge of bringing a hoax 
bomb to class. 

“We consider the case closed,” Boyd said at 
a news conference, adding that he hoped the 
department and the community could work 
together to put the incident behind them. 

The boy’s case has sparked calls for an in- 
vestigation by a leading Muslim civil rights 
group and has generated widespread outrage 
with trending hashtags on Twitter, including 
#IStaiidWithAhmed. 

President Obama threw his support behind 
the boy as well in a tweet Wednesday: “Cool 
clock, Ahmed. Want to bring it to the White 
House? We should inspire more kids like you 
to like science. It’s what makes America great.” 


Hillary Clinton, the front-runner in the race 
for the Democratic presidential nomination, 
joined the Twitter support for the student: 
‘Ahmed, stay curious and keep building.” 

“Thank you fellow supporters,” Ahmed 
tweeted Wednesday morning. “We can ban 
{sic} together to stop this racial inequality and 
prevent this from happening again.” 

Ahmed told the Dallas Morning News that 
he enjoys tinkering, especially with electronics. 

“He just wants to invent good things for man- 
kind,” said the boy’s father, Mohamed Elhassan 
Mohamed, who emigrated from Sudan. “But 
because his name is Mohamed and because of 
Sept. II, I think my son got mistreated.” 

In a video interview with the newspaper, 
Ahmed described how he built the clock to 
show his ingenuity to teachers at MacArthur 
High School. 

“Here in high school, none of the teachers 
know what I can do,” the teen said. 

The clock is basically a circuit board con- 
nected to a power supply and a digital display 
Ahmed said he showed his creation to his en- 
gineering teacher. 

“He was like, ‘That’s really nice,’ ” Ahmed

told the newspaper. “ ‘I would advise you not 
to show any other teachers.’ ” 

So the boy said he kept the clock in his bag, 
but his EngHsh teacher complained when the 
alarm went off. Ahmed said he showed her his 
creation. 


“She was like, ‘It looks like a bomb,’ ” 
Ahmed said. 

“I told her, ‘It doesn’t look like a bomb to me.’ ” 

The teacher kept the clock. 

Later, the boy was pulled out of class and 
sent to the principal’s office, where four po- 
lice officers were waiting. Mohamed said he 
felt suddenly conscious of his brown skin and 
his Muslim name. 

“{The police] were like, ‘So you tried to 
make a bomb?’ ” Ahmed said. 

“I told them no, I was trying to make a 
clock.” 

“He said, ‘It looks like a movie bomb to me.’ ” 

Police led the boy out of class about 3 p.m., 
his hands cuffed behind him and an officer on 
each arm. He was fingerprinted at a juvenile 
detention center and released to his parents. 

“I am not a criminal,” Ahmed insisted in 
the video interview posted by the newspaper. 
Mohamed said he was suspended for three 
days by the school. 

“This all raises a red flag for us,” said Alia Sa- 
lem, who directs the North Texas chapter of the 
Council on American-Islamic Relations, “^^’re 
still investigating, but it seems pretty egregious.”

SKY STORM INTO PLAYOFFS BEHIND ELENA DELLE DONNE

E verything has been trending 
toward Elena Delle Donne 
in 2015, and her performance 
has earned her the WNBA’s ultimate 
individual honor. 

The third-year Sky star was named league 
MVP onWednesday a day before Delle Donne 
was set to lead the team into the WNBA 
playoffs. 

“It sounds pretty crazy just hearing that. 


It’s been an incredible season,” she said 
Wednesday on ESPN moments after the 
announcement. “My teammates are definitely 
the ones I have to credit and my coaches as 
well. We’ve had so much fun this year, it’s 
been surreal, and we just want to keep it go- 
ing.” 

The honor makes perfect sense given she 
was named the WNBA player of the week a 
league-best five times. But that’s only a taste 
of her accomplishments on the court. Here’s 
a glimpse of all she’s achieved, as well as few 
insights into her personal life. 


1ST 

Delle Donne’s scoring rank this season (23.4 
points per game), the fifth-highest average in 
league history. She also was tops in the WNBA 
from the free-throw line, shooting 95 percent. 

3RD 

Where Delle Donne ranked in rebounding (8.4) 
and blocks (2.06) this season. 

2 

The number of times Delle Donne scored 
40 points in a game this season. She put up at 
least 30 points five times and at least 20 points 
21 times. 

30 

After missing about half the 2014 season be- 
cause of back problems and complications of 
Lyme disease, Delle Donne played in 30 of the 
Sky’s 34 regular-season games in 2015. She 
credits a new nutrition and workout regimen. 

1INCH 

That’s how much taller Delle Donne is than her 
Great Dane, Wrigley, when he stands on his 
back legs with his paws on her shoulders. She’s 
6-foot-5 and he’s 6-4. “He’s really goofy. When 
I’m around friends and people I’m comfortable 
[with], teammates. I’m very goofy as well.’’ 

THE 11s 

Delle Donne’s favorite Air Jordans of all time, 
which were featured in “Space Jam.’’ 



The year Delle Donne got a pair of Sheryl 
Swoopes’ Nike Air Swoopes, the first signature 
shoe from a female basketball player. 



I feel like so many people 
disrespect the game without 
ever watching it. It’s gener- 
ally the guys {on Twitter} 
who are cutting us down and 
saying get back to the kitchen 
or something ridiculous like 
that. ... It’s those guys who 
were high school has-beens 
who want to cut down us 
WNBA players.” 

“I want to be known as an 
elite brand of excellence in ev- 
erything that I do. And I feel 
like I try to put that forth on 
and oft' the court. But there’s 
always room to grow and 
always room for improvement, 
and as long as I’m playing 
this game, I always want to be 
improving.

“Viral video” is a phrase recklessly thrown around the Internet like food in a high 
school cafeteria (or maybe that was just my high school). There’s no exact science 
to it; for whatever reason, certain pieces just take off, bouncing around the world 
until, oftentimes, the subject is forgotten entirely or turned into a punchline. 


But when you’re Peter Shukoff and Lloyd 
Ahlquist, the chaos never stops. Everything 
they create together is YouTube gold. 

The duo— better known online by their 
handles “Nice Peter” and “EpicLLOYD”— 
created the widely popular “Epic Rap Battles 
of History” Web series on YouTube in 2010, 
to date amassing 3 billion total views and 
12.5 million subscribers. Like most notable 
YouTubers, they started minimal and DIY 
Their first video— “John Lennon V Bill 


O’Reilly”— was created with one old micro- 
phone, a laptop and a recording studio they 
built out of a spare bedroom. The video now 
has more than 35 million views. 

Each video is beautifully simple: Shukoff, 
36, and Ahlquist, 38, are shown as celebrity 
personas (in full costume) conducting a rap 
battle against one another. At the end, they 
ask their viewers to vote on who won. Tens 
of thousands of comments follow below the 
video. Since 2010, the duo has seven certified 


gold singles and averages 20 million views 
per upload. They’ve even collaborated with 
Snoop Dogg, “Weird Al” Yankovic and come- 
dians Keegan-Michael Key and Jordan Peele.

Had you guys known all along that you 
wanted to perform and make content as a 
duo? 

PS: We were just always trying to perform. 
We wanted to do improv open mic nights as 
much as possible, but in Chicago that was 
tough. I toured and did concerts around the 
Midwest. We did improv shows in lunch 
rooms together at different schools. We were 
just making it work. That taught us a lot to 
push something until it worked. Until the 
audience loves it. We wouldn’t change any of 
that now 

LA: The thing the two of us always had in 
common was rap music, for whatever reason. 
That was the unique thing to the two of us. 
We really liked to rap. That ended up being 
the ticket that took off We did some great 
shows with a lot of great people, but there 
was something about that bond that we 
shared that kept us close.

When you think about your work having bil- 
lions of views, how does one even wrap their 
head around that figure? 

PS: When I was making smaller videos and 
they were getting like io,ooo views, I had a 
sense of who my audience was. I would get 
letters and drawings from fans, and I felt I 
understood who that person was, with their 
own sense of opinions and feelings. But when 
the numbers grew, I was intimidated by it. 
Honestly, I freaked out a bit. I got scared by 
my own audience. 

It was tough to decipher who they were and 
keep up with the numbers? 

PS: Teah, but also we found out our younger 
viewers were using our videos to help teach 
them philosophy and American history We 
humanized people from history in a way 
that they could relate with. I mean, these are 
funny rap videos, but it’s inspiring kids to 
learn more. 

You guys are such an inspiration for content 
creators. You taught yourself the skills you 


needed to get where you are today with 
“Epic Rap Battles of History.” A lot of people 
give up because they don’t know how to edit 
video, for example. 

PS: It’s funny because Lloyd hired me years 
ago to edit a promo video for our improv 
group, and my payment was the hard drive 
that would hold the footage. 

[Laughs.] That was your paycheck, the hard 
drive? 

PS: Yeah, it was only like 250 gigs. 

LA: No way, 250 megabytes. That was stan- 
dard definition video back then. 

PS: Oh, right. {Laughs.} That was long before 
250 -gigabyte drives existed. 

LA: Yeah, and they still charged like $199 for 
those. 

So how did you guys finally transition into 
making these raps and posting them on You- 
Tube? The production always has been really 
impressive, even since the very beginning. 

PS: Thanks, man. Lloyd came to me with 
the idea and pitched it as an improv show 


So I brought the idea up to our soon- to-be 
director, Dave McCary as a video series, and 
he provided a ton of great direction and ideas 
from there. We even talked to our current au- 
dience {on Shukoff’s personal Y)uTube chan- 
nel where he was already making content] and 
asked, “How do you guys think we should do 
this? Which celebrities should we put in it?” 
LA: Then the goal became to just make a 
really good YouTube video for people to see. 
And the rest kind of figured itself out. 

You guys are better known online as your 
handles, Nice Peter and EpicLLOYD. Are you 
called that by fans? 

LA: {Laughs.} People are more inclined to yeU 
our handles at us when they’re half a block 
away and they notice us. Someone screamed 
“EpicLLOYD!” at me today from down the 
street. But when they’re meeting us after a 
show, they’ll address us by name normally 

You guys are so modest about it all. The 
amount of time you put into one 3-minute 
YouTube video is unbelievable. It has to be 


tough putting together such crisp, consis- 
tent material like that. 

LA: Once the popularity of the rap battles 
took off, our friendship and ability to del- 
egate and communicate and work through 
conflicts together was amazing. That’s where 
our history {together} helped us. Any good 
project is going to have conflicts from time 
to time. Differing ideas or where the series is 
going, and I think the fact that we both knew 
we just wanted to make the best content pos- 
sible got us through any of that. 

PS: We can both be hardheaded and stub- 
born, but we always made it work.How many 
people are now helping put together the final 
products that we see on YouTube? 

LA: Pete and I are the spokesmen, but we 
have this team of people now, which is beau- 
tiful. We’ve transitioned to learning how to 
manage a team, which is honestly the hardest 
part of it all. 

PS: Five people were involved in the making 
of the first one {in 2010}. We were doing it 
all, like gluing mustaches on our own faces 
and everything.

His costar Jack McBrayer (“30 Rock”) 
avoided the ocean after seeing “Jaws.” But in the horror-comedy “Cooties,” opening Friday (not in 
Chicago, unfortunately but you can watch it on VOD), it’s the kids who give the adults reason to 
be scared when an infected chicken nugget turns elementary school students into crazed, flesh- 
eating zombies.

What’s generaiiy scariest about kids? 

JMB: That they are going to ruin our country 
{Laughs.} I suspect that if I was a parent or 
something that I’m like, “Oh, I’m going to 
damage this person or scar them emotionally 
or something,” and I would never want that. 
EW:Kids can be very mean. At a certain age 
kids can develop this mean streak, so that’s 
quite frightening. 

Did doing this movie bring you back to your 
eiementary schooi days? What memories 
came to mind during this movie? 

JMB: It was kind of interesting to me how 
quickly some of these children who had 
never met each other, how quickly they just 
become best friends. When you’re forced 
to be around each other for an extended 
amount of time it was interesting to see how 
{developed} their social skills were. They 


were automatic friends. That’s kind of cool. 
You don’t always get to do that as grown-ups. 
EW: That’s true. Yeah, very adaptable. I don’t 
know if it really threw memories of grade 
school so much to me. I guess being in a 
school for that length of time— ’cause we 
were there for three weeks— I guess it evokes 
some kind of memories. 

JMB: And also it smells like a school. 
EW:Ithas a very specific smell. 

JMB: And we were in the library for quite a 
bit. It smells like a school library

Former Chicagoan Rainn Wilson fights off infected, 
cannibalistic kids in suburban Chicago-set ‘Cooties’

“Cooties” star Rainn Wilson attended high 
school at New Trier in Chicago’s north sub- 
urbs. How pervasive were cooties there? 

“No cooties at New Trier that I could see,” 
said the 49 -year-old Wilson, best known as 
Dwight on “The Office,” during an interview 
at the 2014 Sundance Film Festival, where the 
movie premiered. “There were a lot of Porsches 
at New Trier, but that’s a little bit different.” 

Things are a lot different in “Cooties,” 
opening Friday (not in Chicago, unfortunate- 
ly, but it will be on VOD as well), in which a 
substitute teacher (Elijah Wood), the gym 
teacher (Wilson) and other freaked-out staff 
try to escape rabid, infected children at a sub- 
urban Chicago elementary school.

When you were in elementary school, how 


scared were you of the opposite sex and 
cooties? 

I was both fascinated with and terrified by 
girls my whole life. Cooties I never got. I 
never got lice, but my sons had lice. The 
funny thing about lice is there’s all these de- 
lousing companies, and they have very funny 
names like Lice to Meet You and Louse in the 
House and all these funny things. 

Do you remember a particular interaction 
you had with girls that when you look back 
you say, “I handled that great”? Or terribly? 

I would always freeze up, so every interac- 
tion I had with a girl, they’d come up and say 
a joke or offhanded conversation or what- 
ever it was, and I would just immediately go 
{trembles}. I would just fall into that mode. 
And afterwards like, {slaps forehead}. 

Did they like that? 

No, they didn’t like that very much. They 


were just like, “Ewww Ewww” You know 
how girls are. 

Yeah. But those are the experiences you 
look back on and feel like you learned 
something from, right? 

Teah, but then I found a woman who found 
it endearing, and we’ve been together for 
23 years. So it works out in the end. 

You play a bit of a badass in this movie. How 
different was that for you? 

Teah, that was one thing that drew me to it. I 
play this guy Wade Johnson, the gym teacher, 
and he’s kind of a good old boy— truck- 
driving, former football star and cowboy boot- 
wearing. It was just a lot of fun. Very different 
than Dwight, very different than a lot of the 
other roles I play I love doing that. A big 
part of acting is the act of transformation, so 
when I die and they show my Oscar montage 
and they show all the pictures of different 
characters I played, I want people to go, “Oh, 
wow, he was kind of a chameleon.” 

Tm very interested that “Cooties” comes 
from someone behind “Saw” and someone 
behind “Glee.” Would you rather see a “Saw” 
musical or a “Glee” episode with violent 



contraptions involved? 

I would love to see a “Glee” episode where 
there’s a chainsaw involved and a lot of those 
annoying little bastards’ heads get chopped 
off while singing. So they’re doing like, {sings} 
“Do you believe in life after love?” {makes 
violent noise and gestures head coming off} 
And their heads get severed and spew vomit 
and bile. I would love to see that.
